as the free coinage of

curse of gold, so the new found sp ecific 
of equal p erfection is to remov e tie* 
curse of industrial op p ression. 
The de­ 
lusion 
of 
loos is comp arable only to 
that of twelv e y ears ago. 
The first sugestion is that the law 
should p rev ent a dup lication 
of 
di­ 
rectors among comp eting, corp orations. 
Howev er adv isable it may be to hav e 
Indep endent directorates of comp eting 
corp orations, it would seem still more 
imp ortant to hav e indep endent stock­ 
holders. for a majority of the stock­ 
holders of a corp oration choose tin* di­ 
rectors. 
If 
a law were p assed p re 
v enting the dup lication of directors it 
would easily Is* ev aded in the selection 
of men who would rep resent the same 
interests 
The most 
ordinary 
ex p er­ 
ience shows that it is not necessary to 
serv e on a board of directors in order 
to control its p roceedings. 
Whatev er 
the adv antage1 of such a law as is p ro­ 
p osed. it hardly rises to th« * dignity of 
a “remedy .” or v indicates its title to a 
p lace in an imp osing scheme of reform 
outlined in a national p latform. 
But the more imp ortant p rop osal is 
“ that 
any 
manufacturing or trading 
corp oration engaged in interstate com­ 
m erce shall he required to take out a 
federal license befor« * it shall be p er­ 
mitted to control as much as 25 p er 
cent of the p roduct in which it deals.” 
A license is p ermission, and the object 
of the remedy is not to regulate large 
businesses, hut to destroy trusts. Hence 
the sup p osed efficiency of the p lan is to

than 50 p er cent of the total a mount of

States.”

Washington, Sept. 17.—The averagt 
wages per hour iu the principal man 
ufacturing and mechanical industries 
of the country were 3.7 per cent high­ 
er in 1997 than in 1996, while retail 
prices of food were 4,3 per cent higher, 
according to the July report of the bu­ 
reau of labor. 
The regular hours <>i 
labor per week were 1-lOths of I per 
cent lower, and the number of em­ 
ployes in establishments investigated 
by the bureau showed an increase ot 


1 per cent. 
The purchasing power of an hour’s 
wage, as m< asured b> food, was less 
in 1907 than in 1906. the decrease be­ 
ing % of 1 per cent. The report shows 
that as compared with the average for 
the ten-year period 1899 to 1899. the 
average wage per hour in 1907 was 
28.8 per cent higher, the number of 
employes 4 1.4 per cent greater, and a 
decrease of 5 per cent in the average 
hours of labor per week. 
The retail 
price ot principal articl* s <>! food was 
20.6 per Cent higher iu 1907 than for 
the period 1890 t<* 1899. 
Compared 
with the average for the same ten- 
sear period, the food purchasing pow­ 
er of an hour's wage in 1907 was 6.8 j 
per cent greater. 
The report adds that the greatest 


manufacture of cotton goods, the in-1 
crease being 12.9. 
Iu the paper and 
wood pulp industry there was an in 
crease in wages per hour of 10.1 pei 
cent, in silk, woolen and worsted goods 
industry 6.4 per cent; in the glass in 
dustry and street and sewer work, an 
increase of 5.8 per cent. 
Of the es 
tabllshments investigated, two showed i 
an increase of 10 per cent in hourly 
wages, eight industries an increase of 
5 percent, and thirty industries an in [ 
crease of less than 5 per cent. 
In one 
industry, iron and steel, there was a 
decrease of 0.9 per cent in wages. The 
investigation made by the bureau cov 
era those industries 
in which the 
wages paid in one war were $10,000,- 
000 or more. 
The 
report 
represents 
the retail 
prices of thirty staple food coinmodi 
ties as sold in sixty-eight localities in 
the United States by 1,014 dealers 
Retail prices of food in 
1907 were 
higher than in any other year of the 
eighteen-year period above named, he 
ing 4.2 per cent higher than in 1906. 
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Ex-Governor Winfield T. Durbin, on 
Thursday night a* Indianapolis, made 
the following statement:

and my name was written in to supply 
this demand* 
On Monday I was told 
in the lobby of the Claypool hotel that j 
it was claimed that 1 controlled twen­ 
ty-two votes in the legislature, and' 
that they were pledged not to be for 
county local option at the approaching | 
special session. 
When 1 asked front 
whom the information cam«* I was told 
‘from a News reporter.’ 
“Another report of similar character 
was traced to the same source. 
In 
view* of these facts 1t is not unfair for
